LONDON, Jan. 7—A remarkable 
change has come over the people of 
Berlin and all German}. according to 
an American who reached London to- 
day from the German capital. 

“There is a tense, anxious look on 
the faces of the people, in marked 
contrast to the confidence at the be. 
ginning of the war,” he said. “One 
feels that the impression is gaining 
that all is not well, that reported vic- 
tories are hot all victories, and that 
others are secured at an immense cost. 

“There are thousands of widows 
and onphans in Genmany whose sor- 
row will soon crystalize in a mighty 
wave of protest at continuing a strug- 
gle felt to be hopeless, 

“hose in authority, unaccustomed 
to keeping their ears tuned to popu- 
lar clamor, begin to realize that the 
people are becoming restless. The 
recent raid on the eust coast, devoid 
of strategic significance, was ordered 
simply to furnish a dramutic episode 


in which the Germans appeared to 
advantwge. 
“The Socialists are quietly doing 


their utmost to foster this feeling of 
unquiet. Criticism of the kaiser and 
his advisors ig becoming more open 
than was ever tolerated in peace.” 


ENEMY AGAIN TO 
TRY FOR WARSAW 


Further Advauos in in That Diree- 
tion Reported to be Begun 
Soon

BERLIN, Jan, 7——(By Wireless to 
Sayville)—The latest German official 
bulletin verifies the public expecta- 
tion that a further advance in the di- 
rection of Warsaw wouid be announc- 
ed this week, 

The Austrian official statement is 
featureless, the bulletin oniy mention. 
ing the efforts of the Russians to con- 
tinue their advance in the Carpathian 
mountaing and that artillery fighting 


is in progress on the front to the 
north and the south of the Vistula 
river. 


The war correspondent of the Vien- 
na Nieue Fret Presse notes that the 
Russian artillery has lately begun to 
expend ammunition much more eco- 
nomically, firing only when there is 
a goed prospect of effective results. 
Some Russian divisions, the corres- 
pondent says, also are using antiquat- 
ed rifles and he infers that Russia's 
supplies are becoming depleted.
